The sur- 
geons performed an operation to as- 
certain t|ie extent of the wound inter- 
nally and It was found that the knife 
had not gone very ddcep and the walls 
of the stomach liad not been punctur- 
ed.

FAMILY LINEN AS COLLATERAL 


Many Laundresses Said to Pawn Cus- 


tomers' Clothes Systematically. 


A New York pawnbroker 
recently 


told me of a scheme resorted to by 
many washerwomen which may be of 
Interest to those housewives who have 
noticed that their finer garments and 
household linens are slow in getting 
home from the wash. He says that 
these washerwomen make a regular 
practice of ralsing'tnoney on their pa- 
tronV better classes of linen. 


"For Instance," said he, Indicating a 
large package neatly done up, "that 
contains some very fine garments and 
a lot of household linen The whole Is 
worth perhaps $40. At any rate I lent 
$20 on It. You see, the washerwoman 
takes the things home with her, washes 
them at once, and Instead of returning 
them to their owner, brings them here 
and gets money which she can use for 
at least a week, and sometimes much 
longer. By the tjme she has to take 
these out for delivery she has another 
lot which she can bring here in its 
place. Thus she keeps the money indef- 
initely., A washerwoman with a large 
number of such patrons can keep $200 
or $300 in the air all the time and still 
get the goods back in time to satisfy 
those people who have a sufficiently 
large reserve stock on hand."—Brook- 
lyn Eagle. 


TEACHING A SIDE ISSUE. 


Much of the Time is Spent in Walking 


School Teacher Figures Up. 
Some persons imagine that a coun- 


try school teacher has an easy place to 
fill, says the Blue Mound Leader. A 
little investigation on this line will 
convince anyone that such is not the 
case. 
We have just interviewed W. 


H. Harris on 
this subject and after 


completing a seven-months' term at 
Randallvllle, he-has a few figures to 
prove what he did. 
He says "My 
school was located three miles from 
town and I made the round trip dally 
lor 151 days, after deducting 71 miles 
lor the amount I saved in 'cutting off 
the corners,' across the field, the dis- 
tance traveled would be 835 miles. 1 
was lucky enough to catch a few rides 
going and coming and I figured that 
would reduce the actual distance walk- 
ed to 788 miles. 


"I had to chase from the home of one 


director to the others to get an order 
for my pay each month and that would 
add a few miles more to my travels. I 
usually took 75 minutes to make the 
trip each way. In the aggregate I 
consumed something like 34 days of 10 
hours each In traveling. 
All this was 


preliminary to doing a day's work in 
the school room. 
I don't consider that 
I received any pay from this source; 
my salary was for teaching and not for 
walking. 


"I found the walk healthful and in- 
vigorating and enjoyed it, although 
sometimes I felt fatigued." 


RUSSIA'S EVIL GENIUS. 


Influence of Bezobrazoff, Who Is Said 


to Have Brought About the War. 
There are many in London who de- 
clare that the evil genius of Russia to- 
day is M. Bezobrazoff. He began life 
as an imperial page and subsequently 
went into the army, but being a man 
of Immense energy and- ambition 
he 
soon threw up the profession of arms 
and went to the far east to make his 
fortune, says the New York American 
and Journal. Before long he did realize 
a gigantic fortune by speculating in 
mines and was subsequently appointed 
secretary of state for 
the far east. 
From this time dates his unbounded 
Influence over the czar. 
In Russia it Is said that the war has 


been brought about entirely by the ef- 
fort of Bezobrazoff. The czar himself 
Was for peace, so were most of his of- 
ficial advisers, but the czar's evil gen- 
ius was for war, and in this man's 
hands the czar is apparently a mere 
child. 
Bezobrazoff has always been 


looked upon -with 
suspicion in the 
highest circles in St. Petersburg, and 
not even'the czar's Influence could pre-. 
vent his being twice blackballed for the 
English club, the "most exclusive club 
in St. Petersburg.

The Kennedy Brothers Arrested In 


Piatt County Brought Here 


For an Operation. 


BOTH ARE FILLED FULL OF LEAD 


But Only One Is Thought to Be In a 


Dangerous Condition. 


Suffeiing from bullet wounds 
in- 


flicted by of fleets, the last two men 
of a notorious gang of thieves of Pi- 
att county are at St. Mary's hospital 
in this city 
These men are Ed and 


Ben Kennedy. 
The two prisoners wei;e brought here 
because the Piatt county jail Is in the 
course of constiuction and there is no 
place to .hold them. 
It was decided 
Friday afternoon that in each case a 
suigicai opeiation was necet,saiy foi 
the i^liet of the men and this morn- 
Ing at 9 o'clock Dr. McLean of At- 
wood. Dr. MeNutt of Hammond and 
Di. J T. Miller of Decatur will oper- 
ate on the two men 


Shot Through the Body. 
The wound of Ben Kennedy is more 
serious than that of his bi other, Ed. 
He was hit by a bullet from a 32- 
calibie icvolvei 
The ball enteied 
the body in the lower part of the back 
Theie is now icason to believe that 
the bladder has been punctured 
in 
which event the operation will be a 
somewhat serious on". 
The sur- 


geons, however, seem to think that 
the man will get through all right. 
Ed Kennedy was shot in the leg. 


The ball entered one side of the knee 
and either went through the knee 
joint or passed aiound it and is lodg- 
ed under the skin on the other side. 
The surgeons will remove the ball and 
do whatever else la necessaiy. 
Piatt Officials. 
,• 
Both men were shot by offlceis when 


trying to make an escape and the offi- 
cials of Piatt county have been par- 
ticular about giving ever} necessaiy 
attention to the men, although they 
are prisoners. 
Ed 
Kennedy 
was 
brought here first and Friday when 
Ben Kennedy was brought to the city 
on a stretcher he was accompanied by 
State's Attorney Mansfield, 
Sheriff 


Clow, Drs. MeNutt and McClean and 
Supervisor Gus Ohler. 
The 
offi- 
cials decided that the }nen had best 
be taken, to the hospital, and this was 
done. 
Stole Chickens. 
The crime for which tiie Kennedy 


boys are wanted this time is that of 
stealing chickens. 
They are charged 


with burglary and laiceny 
and are 
awaiting the action of the grand jury, 
not being able to furnish the bond re- 
quired. 
It is alleged that the two 
men robbed the chicken houses at the 
Rhoades and Ritchie residences. 
The stolen1 chickens were 
tied 
In 
sacks and left along a country road. 
Ben Kennedy drove to the place in a 
buggy during the daytime and began 
to load the sacks Into his buggy. 
He 
noticed that some farmers In a field 
were watching him and he abandoned 
the chickens and drove away. 
Later 
Ed Kennedy got the sacks of chickens 
and carried them to another 
point 
where they were loaded Into Ben's 
buggy. 
This was near At wood. 
The 
officers of the neighborhood were noti- 
fied and Ben took the chickens to 
Tuscola and sold them there. 
The 


fowl* .were Igpt separated and 


weio identified beyond a', 'doubt as 
seing those which were taken from 
tho two chicken houses which were 
obbed. 


Arrested at Tuscola, 
The sheriff at Tuscola arrested the 


two men and they were taken back 
:o Atwood. 
Each one asked that he 


lie given a chance to get bail. 
Ed 
Kennedy was put in charge of Con- 
stable Huff and went about the place 
trying to get someone to go his bond. 
He made an attempt to lun and the 
cnstable shot him in the leg. s 
Ben Kennedy did ihe same thing. 


He was in chaige of Constable D. K. 
Stoball and while making the pretense 
of tiying to get bond started to run 
and was shot in the back. 
State's Attorney Mansfield says that 
the officers had a right to shoot the 
prisoners as in each case they were 
oidered to halt and kept on running. 
They were both charged with a felony, 
and thp shooting from a point of law, 
Mr. Mansfield says, was justified. 
In 
the town where the shooting occurred 
the sentiment of the people was large- 
ly with the officers. 


Old Offenders. 
This is by no means the first time 
that the Kennedy boys have been in 
trouble 
They have the reputation 


oi being a hard lot. 
They are the 


last of a gang of chicken thieves and 
maiauaers, who wor\|ed the farmers 
of Piatt county for some years past. 
The gang operated some years ago 
when H. H Crea of Decatur 
was 
state's attoiney of Piatt county and he 
bi'cceeded in breaking up the gang and 
sending some of them to the peniten- 
tiary. 
The Kennedy boys are the last 
ot the ciowd. 
Mr. Mansfield says 
that he has several old indictments 
against the men, but that they always 
managed to be out of the way when 
ccuit convened, but this time the offi- 
cers caught them red-handed. 
The father of the two men has a 
small farm in Piatt county a,nd on one 
occasion mortgaged his place to he'p 
hi.s sons. 
They have been in trouble 
so often that he has refused to further 
assist them.

The death of Leonard 
F. 
Muzzy 
whose critical illness was mentioned in 
The Herald occurred at 7:30 o'clock 
Friday morning at his home, 550 West 
Eldoiado street. Death was due to an 
attack of Bright's disease with which 
he had been afflicted for a year past. 
Two months ago his illness became so 
severe that he was forced to his bed 
and has since been confined. Thursday 
night he was seized 
with 
a severe 


sinking spell and it was realized then 
that his death was a question of but 
a few hours. Mr. Muzzy would have

first built. Mr. Muzzy had an active 
part In helping all this work along. 
It was while he was In the 
council 
that he conceived the Idea of giving 
an appropriate 
name 
to 
Lincoln 
Square, up to that time, It had never 
been known aa anything but the Old 


lution in the council to the effect that 
it 
be 
named 
Lincoln Square. He 


thought this most appropriate in view 
of the fact that Lincoln had been a 
practicing attorney In the old court 
house that stood in one corner of the 
Square years ago. His lesolutlon al- 
so provided the name of Central Park.

I • University Professor Gives Farmers Pointers on How to Combat One * 


, of the Worst Nuisances. 


Weeds are one of the great enemies 


if the farmers. They are put by the 
learn growers of this district in almost 
as bad a. class as the dreaded chinch 
bugs. While it cannot be fairly said 
•that Macon county Is-ov.-rrun with 
weeds It Is a fact that the matter has 
'lately been given a good deal of at? 
tent ion. 


Most farmers who take any care of 
their land at all look after the weeds 
end keep th-.ii' out but perhaps the 
careful man may live next door to 
one who Is not quite so prudent and 
the growth of weeks 
which thrive 


along the roads are dangerous to the 
•neighboring fields. 


This weed question has been consid- 


ered «o seriously that at the last an- 
nual meeting of the town board the 
rule of going through a regular formal- 
ity which has been followed for the 
past twenty or thirty years, was brok- 
en by a motion to appoint a w«ed com- 
missioner whose duty under the law 
Is to look after the extermination of 
Weeds In all parts of the township. 


Always Help Here. 
The weed commissioner has not,been 


appointed but the weed question still 
remains. Prof. Albert N. 
Hume, In- 
structor in farm crops at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, has written for The 
,Herald some valuable pointers regard- 
ing weeds. Mr. Hume Is the man who 
conducted the corn school In Decatur 
at the state farmers' institute and 
those of the coin groweis who heard 
'Him at that time will remember him 
'as an authority on the subject. 
Mr. 
!Humc's specialty is corn but as weeds 
grow in the same field with corn he 
like the corn grower Is forced to con- 
llder the weed question us well and

' 
Get Rid of Them. 
In regard to weed

The Annuals. 


A weed u h l c h grows up from the

SOme. As an Illustiutlon of annual 


one thinks almowt Immediately 
the cockle-bur which 
such a 


nuisance In some sections of Illinois. 
It grows up constantly upon our road- 
sides and Invades our cultivated fields. 
It would not be so difficult to eradicate 
if there could be united effort against 
it. Never let it ripen seed. Road of- 
ficers have a mission In keeping it out 
of the highways, and farmers .must do 
their part faithfully in killing It out of 
their fields. Hand pulling Is the most 
effective remedy where Infected areas 
are not large, and hand pulling com- 
bined with thorough cultivation over 
laiger tcacts which are already infest- 
ed. One could name others if space 
permitted. All the pig weeds for in- 
stance are bad annuals, and should be 
treated as such. Fight them buck per" 
slstently; do not let them ripen seed. 


Next In order \\ould 
be biennials. 


Most of these have fleshy, tap roots 
somewhat like '.Ittle turnips or beets. 
These fleshy root act as food to carry 
the weeds over winter and start them 
next year. Biennial weeds are killed, 
the same as annuals by preventing 
their seed from ripening, though in 
some cases it may take a little more 
persistence to do the work. Wild car- 
rot and wild persnip are familiar bi- 
ennials which are extremely trouble- 
some In many localities. They can best 
be destroyed by very persistent deep 
cutting and some hand woik may be 
required. A good tool to use for the 
purpose Is the spud, which Is simply 
a sort of chisel or narrow blade at- 
tached to a long handle. It can be 
pushed into the ground deeper than 
a common shade. 


The Perennials. 


Lastly, we named 
the perennials. 


Generally speaking they aie harder 
to eradicate than any other kind of 
weed, because they have two means oC 
piopagatlon. They not only grow from 
seed almost everywhere, but they send 
up new plants from their underground 
stems or root stalks. There are num- 
erous Illustrations of perennial weeds in 
Illinois, quack glass, and Canada this- 
tle, and the morning glory are among 
the most 
common. 
Perennials can 


hardly be eradicated in a single season, 
because they must not only be pre- 
vented from seeding, but the under- 
ground stems 
must 
be destroyed. 


Where perennial weeds exist only in 
small patches, It Is well to cover these 
prtchPs with a 
straw 
stack, 
thus 


smothering out the pest. If the area 
Is too large to cover in this way, it 
IM usually necessary to resorl to very 
thorough cultivation in some hoed crop 
for two or more yeart in succession. 
Keep In mind that the. cultivation must 
be thorough, for if the rootstalks are 
simply cut Into small pieces and then 
left to themselves, there will be a new 
plimt springing up from each small 
piece of lootstalk. 


Plow and Crops. 


Ill some cases much may be donn 


toward subduing perennials by plow- 
tig thp Infected ground and sowing to 
rye or .some other thick growing crop. 
This may again be plonocl under in 
the late spring und followed by millet 
Oi' buckwheat. This succession of crops 
covering the ground for a whole season 
does much to smother the perennial 
weed. The ground may be cultivated 
the following yeai 
with a view to 


killing out the weeds that remain. Re- 
irember this, that the roots of per- 
ennial weeds cannot live more than one 
or two seuson If they are not allowed 
to have any gteen tops above the 
ground. 


Morning-Glories. 
The mornlnB-glorle-, 
have among 


their species about the worst weeds 
we are able to ,name, and one should 
take very decisive measures to erad- 


icate them. When the weed is once 
fairly started, about the only success- 
ful remedy -which can be offered is 
clean and thorough and unremitting 
cultivation. The plant Is usually a per- 
ei'nlal, and like most of its class it has 
fleshy underground steins, by which it 
spreads. In this respect it 1s- similar to 
the Canada thistle. 


One or two times cutting off the top 


will not answer for killing out the pest 
to: the underground stem will quickly 
start a new plant when an old one is 
destroyed. In order to kill the under- 
ground stem and the 
root,-they must 


be starved by cutting off ,the upper 
green portion of the plant. 


In case of summer fallowing. It is 


recommended that the grouriM be plow- 
ed at least twice during the summer 
Ir the infested area is small, it is well 
to gather up the roots with a pitch 
fork after plowing—they may then be 
burned or left in a pile where they 
cannot sprout. This kind of handwork 
would scarcely be practicable over a 
field as large as twenty acres. 


Rotation Help*. 
One might partially 
smother the 


weeds by sowing fall rye, and follow- 
ing that the next summer immediately 
with millet. The rye must be sown 
early enough in the fall In order to 
make rather a heavy stand the follow- 
ing summer so as to 
smother the 


morning glories as much as possible. 
Just as soon us you cut the rye or 
perhaps plow It down In the summer, 
sow millet. You must get the pest con- 
siderably subdued before the next fall 
by smothering. 
i 


You could follow your millet with 


crrn the next spring with the under- 
standing that the fie'd be hand hoed 
veiy often—so often that the weed 
cannot appear above ground without 
being clipped off. 


This system of cropping will give you 


some return from the land and in that 
respect is preferable to summer fal- 
kwlng. It Is probably also a more 
satisfactory way of killing out 
the 


\\eed pest. 


It is possible to subdue the morning- 


glory, but It cannot be easily done. 
I know of a patch of it not far from 
our experiment station which has been 
cultivated in such a way as »vould 
have eradicated any 
other1 kind of 


weed excepting the Canada thistle. Yet 
the'morn Ing-glory appears to be about 
as healthful and givorous as ever. 


Some one may 
ask 
the question 


whether it Is possible for morning- 
glory seed to remain In ground a whole 
year without germinating and then 
germinate during the succeeding year. 
It certainly is possible. Very many 
seeds will retain vitality for several 
years when burled in 
th« soil. One 


scientists reports that seeds of Shep- 
herd's Purse, peppergrass, mayweed, 
mullen, curled dock, and some others 
were able to germinate after having 
been buried in the 
soil for fifteen 


years. Vailous species of the mornlng- 
Slory family produce seeds which will 
"ivD and sprout after having been bur- 
ed In the earth several years. 


There are a number of-members of 


the morning-glory family and all go 
ay the same popular namte. Not all of 
:hem are so difficult to eradicate as I 
have Indicated above.

ed goods on the pubite at a high price. 


That is one thought suggested by 


this curious confession and another 
is the testimony it beais as to the ef- 
ficacy of advertising to create "a valu- 
able asset," even where, as in this— 
let us 'hope exceptional—instance, the 
advertiser was not quite candid about 
the quality of the goods.

Egypt Continually Furnishing Proof! 


of Remarkable Civilization at 
' 
Early Period. 
So far as the question of time Is con- 


cerned it deserves 
notice that not 


merely geology, but almost, every form 
oil inquiry into the past throws fur- 
ther back the limits usually assigned. 
Egypt, for instance, Is continually 


furnishing fresh proofs of the anti- 
quity of civilization. Professor Flin- 
ders Petrie expounded at Owens Col- 
lege, Manchester, England, a few days 
ago the results of recent explorations 
a.i Abydos, in Upper Egypt, from which 
it appears that the ruins at that one 
spot tell a continuous story that car- 
ries us back to Egypt, and remained 
for forty-five centuries the religious 
center, the Canterbury of the land; 
and there the Egyptian exploration 
fund has unearthed the remain!) of ten 
successive temples, one over the other." 
From the age of the first temple a 
group of about 200 objects has been 
found, which throws surprising light 
on the civilization of the first dynasty. 
A part of a large glazed pottery vase 
of Mena. the first 'king of the dynasty, 
about 4700 B. C., showed "that even 
then they were making glaze on a 
considerable scale, and also inlaying 
it with a second color. The ivory carv- 
ing was astonishingly fine,, a figure of 
a king .showing a subtlety and power 
of expression as good as any work of 
later ages."
